Senators and“ Representatives, the people 
of whose States had overwhelmingly 
voted down negro soffrage, voted for this 
amendment, and now sit here and vote for 
these bills to enforce it. While he recognized 
the Fifteenth amendment as valid, notwith- 
standing the manner of its adoption, he could 
not rm gard these bills to epforce it as consti- 
tutional or valid. While the Senator from 
Delaware [Mr. Bayard] had spoken ot the use 
of the troops at the South during elections, 
we had become so used to the bayonet in the 
South at elections that it seemed to be regard- 
ed as a matter of course. The elections were 
carried by the bayonet, and, said Gen. Blair, 
“tne President elected na oR bayonet, 
and his milKary commanders in the South had, 
by the use of their troops, elected themselves 
to high offices. One of them is in tae Senate 
now, aud it is said another is on his way 
bere. [Sensation.] 

Mr Ames, for the first time since he has 
token a seat in the Senate, jumped to his feet. 
desire to know, ir,“ said he, “if the Sena- 
tor means to intimate that the troops were net 
used according to lav.“ 

Gen. Blair replied promptly—“ Oh, I sup- 
pose you used them eecording to the law, but 
the law bad no right or authority under the 
Constitution.” He added that the order 
los ued by the United States Attorney and 
United States Marshal in New York was with- 
drawn. If there had been a Presidential elec- 
tion he believed that the design now was to 
pass this bill to give the President 
power to reeleet himeclf by 
bayonet, as he elected himeelf by the 
bayonet before, and to carry the State of New 
York b y driving the Democratic voters from 
the polis at the point of the bayonet. He 
looked upon Senator Conkling as the prpper 
person to have charge of the bill in the Sen- 
ate, for. that Senator, be declared, 
while misrepresenting the voice of his 

people, voted to fasten negro suffrage 
upon them, and other Senators did a: 
that Senator did, stainad their hands. They 
talk about purifying the baifot-box—they 
purified it in the South with a vengeance. 
The men whom Congress has set up as rulers 
there have robbed the people. They are 
responsibie to no one but Congress. Every 
States is now on the 
verge of bankruptcy. One Governor 
who when he went down there had not money 
etough to buy his breakiast, now lives in a 
magnificent house and dines a hundred men 
atatime. They proposed to confer the baliot 
upon the people of the South, and yet they had 
disfranchised most men of that section. In his 
own State of Missouri they had felt this 
thing as keenly as they had in the South, i! 
not moreso. These plunderers had 
contro] of the State, an made away with 
ite most valuable franchises. Tney had ex- 
cluded from the ballota large majority ot the 
citizens of the State. Gen. Blair said he 
would much sooner that a military com- 
marder had represented Miséouri in 
the Senate than the man who. had 
represented it, and who elected himself 
through the aid of a few liberal Republicans 
last fall. The State of Missouri was reecued 
from the clutches of the parties who had so 
long heid it, and at the next election it would 
give a hundred thousand Democratic majori- 
ty. That the State had not been ruined by the 
who in which it had been plundered was be- 
cuuee it wes a thriving and growing Western 
commautity.

The public felt a 
good deal of sympathy for this fellow 
SHAKESPEARE after he was accused ol 
stealing the deer, and were disposed to 
stand more true poetry from him than trom 
anybody else; but the true poetry wasn’t 
in him somehow, and he died, leaving to 
the werld no other legacy than the reflec- 
tion that he had lived and written in vain,

The opening of the war with the South 
had the effect to stimulate newspaper en- 
terprise to amarvelous extent.

DARWIN’S DELUSION. 
The Most Effectase Reply Yet. to the 
Ae Theory. 


The most effective reply to Darwin that 
has yet appeared has just 2 
in London. It is The Gen of Species, 
by St. George Mivart, F. R. S., a distin- 
guished English nataralist. He treats Mr. 
Darwin with courtesy and candor, admits 
his great services to science, and the 
plausibility at first sight of his theory of 
patural selection which lies at the basis of 
the whole Darwinian system. He then 
proceeds, with evident mastery of the sub- 
ject, to spggest objections to produce 
facts in opposition to natural selection, 
which leave that theory hardly anything 
to stand upon. He admits, it is true, that 
to a certain extent natural selection exists 
and acts; but he maintains that in order 
that we may be able to account for the 
production of known kinds of animals and 
plants. it requires to be supplemented by 
the action of some other natural law or 
laws ss yet undiscovered; also, that the 
consequences which have been drawa from 
evolution, whether exclusively Darwinian 
or not, to the prejudice of religion, by no 
means follow from it, and are in fact ille- 
gitimate. 

If the theory of natural selection can 
be shown to be quite insufficient to ex- 
plain any considerable number of im- 
portant phenomena connected with the 
origin of species, that theory, as an ex- 
clusive explanation of the subject, must 
be considered as provisionally discredited. 
If other causes than natural selection can 
be p to have acted—if variation can 
in any cases be proved to be subject to 
wertain determinations in special direc- 
tions by other means than natural selec- 
tion—it then becomes probable, a priori, 
that it is so in others, and that natural 
selection depends upon and only supple— 
ments such means, which conception is 
opposed to the pure Darwinian position.

This fact alone cob ae oi meant against 
any such se ion as would account 
for the local coloration referred to. 

In poisonous serpents we have struct- 
ures which at all events at first sight seem 
positively hurtful to those reptiles. - Such

On the Science of Sleep. 
{from Good Health.) 


From ancient times sleep has been re- 
garded by philoegphers and students of na- 
fure with the deepest interest. It ig, there- 
fore, the more remarkable that. until very 
recently one of the most im t ques- 
tions in connection with the theme—name- 
ly, the cause of sleep and the reason of 
its periodical return, has been but very 
imperfectly answered. Two ago 
Professor Pettenkofer,of Munich, a gen- 
tleman widely celeb for his research- 
es into the cause of cholera, in the course 
of his experiments upon the exchange of 
gases in the human system, gave a perfect- 
ly satisfactory to the inquiry. 

It has long been known that the oxygen 
taken in during the act of breathing pase 
a very important part, inasmuch as 
through its union with the substance of 
our bodies the vital forces are generated. 
In every process of life, however insigni ũ- 
cant, acertain quantity of oxygen is con- 
sumed. It ie, in a sense, the steam power 
by which the living machine is driven, and 
the amount used can be measured b 
quantity of carbonic acid gener. and 
set free in the act of respiration.
